and the Paying of Contributions: Yeſterday, he 
preſented to us a Memorial, which the Ambaſſa- 
dors of Holland put into his Hands, whereby 
Your Majeſty will perceive, that thoſe Miniſters 
ſeek for all manner of Artifices, to thwart the Be- 
ginnings of the Negotiation, and to give us, in 
e 5 particular, 
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particular, all the Diſguft they can. But, Sire, 
we hope Your Majefty will do us the Honour to 
de perſuaded, that thoſe Gentlemen will take 
falſe Meaſures, with reſpett to us, and we ſhould 
very willingly be content to be confin'd here (if 
we may preſume to tell Your Majeſty with great 
Affection) from that very inſtant, when it ſhall 
in any wiſe conduce to Your Majefty's Service.

Compliments and Proteſtations, on both ſides, of 
moft ſincere Intentions for the Advancement of a 
Peace. He afterwards declar'd to us, That he 
- lately had a Conference with the King, His 
Maſter, who had always the ſame Sentiment for 
Your Majefty, and a very great Deſire to live 
with you, in a moſt. amicable Correſpondence. 
To this we fail'd not to return an Anſwer, with 
the like Aſſurances, on the part of Your Majeſty ;

Sir, you will perceive by the Letter we have 
given ourſelves the Honour to write to the King, 
bat Sir William Temple is well diſpos'd, to pre- 
vent all the Caſualties which might moleſt this 
Aſſembly: The Expedient you propos d to us, 
of eftabliſhing the Uſe of Chaiſes here, may, per- 
- Haps, be ſerviceable on ſome Accounts : We will 
ſee if it can be done, and will readily. augment 
our Expences for that purpoſe, which we aſſure 
Jou, Sir, will be exceſſive: Neither is it with- 
out Reaſon, that we took the Liberty to tell His 
Majeſty, That Endeavours are us d here, to give 
us all poſſible Diſturbances: Our Houſes, which, 
- certainly, are not the fineſt in the Town, are 
lett to us four or five times dearer than to others; 
fo that it coſts ſome of us 24000 Livres, and o- 
thers 10 or 11000 Livres, per Amum, without 
reckoning the Reparations we are oblig'd to 
make; and of the reft you may judge in Pro- 
Portion. If the Proprietors of other Houſes, 
where other Ambaſſadors lodge, do the ſame, we 
doubt not but the States have given ſuch Orders ; 
but as for our parts, we ought not to hope for ß 
any thing, and we humbly beſeech you, Sir, if 
you think convenient, to inform His Majeſty 
thereof. 8

T E .inform'd Your Majefty, by the laft 
Poſt, of the firſt Conferences we had 

with Sir Villiam Temple, and that the Viſit he paid 
us, was ſpent with the uſual Compliments, and 
general Diſcourſes : But having told me, Colbert, 
That when he could have an Opportunity to- 
confer with me, as an old Acquaintance, he- 
would deliver his Mind to me more freely than. 
in Quality of a Mediator; he gave me Occa- 
ſion to pay him a ſecond Viſit, without Ceremo-- 
ny, and deſird me to conyerſe with him from 
thenceforth, upon that Foot, and to promiſe him 
that what he ſhould impart to me in private, 
ſhould only ſerve to give me an Inſight into Mat- 
ters, and remain a Secret between him and me: 
But I did not engage with him too far, that L 
might anſwer the Obligation which Your Ma-- 
jeſty has done me the Honour to lay upon me, 
enjoining me with the Mareſchal d Eftrades, and 
Monſieur -4' fveux, by communicating to them 
every thing I ſhould hear, relating to the Nego- 
tiation, with which Your Majefty has entrufted:

Provinces, he could not better corroborate His 
Authority, than by procuring them a good Peace;

Laſtly, that that Prince perceiv'd himſelf con- 
tinually flatter'd by the Emperor, the King of 
Spain, Denmark, and all the Allies, who look 
upon him as Sovereign of all the United-Provinces, 
and the Primum Mobile of the War they main- 
tain d: That every one endeavour d to perſuade 
him, that by continuing the ſame, he might far- 
ther promote his Authority and Power: to the 
higheft Pitch; That they ſhould find all their

He added-to this Diſcourſe, That nevertheleſs, 
he did not deſpair of inducing the Prince of 
Orange to conſent to the Peace; if they could 
aſſure him of any reaſonable Terms for Spain: 
T hat the Intention of that Prince was not in any 


_ wiſe to infringe the Pyrenean Treaty; but if France 


would content herſelf with the Places near the 
Kingdom, and quit thoſe which are remote, he 
might ſoon oblige the Spaniards to accept of the 
Conditions; or upon their Refuſal, having by that 
means diſcharged his Obligation to them, and 
provided for the Security of the Vnited-Provinces, 
he might abandon them, to make Peace. M 
Anſwer was, That ſince he thought fit to ſpea 
to me, rather as an old Friend, and by way of 
familiar:Diſcourſe, than as a Mediator to an Am- 
bafſador of France; I would freely open my Mind 
to him, reſerving to myſelf the Liberty of ſpeak- 
ing in Concert with my Collegues, when he was 
diſpos'd to make Propoſals in Quality of a Me- 
diator : That a Reſidence of five Years and a 
half in England, had perfectly inform'd me of the 
Intentions of the King of Great-Britain for 
Your Majeſty's Intereſt ; and that I was exceed- 
ingly over-joy'd to hear from him, that the ſame 
Alliances, . in the ſettling of which I had the 
Honour to be.employ'd, had no leſs Force at pro- 
ſent, than in the beginning: That Your Maje- 
ty always maintain'd them, on Your part, with 
a great deal of Sincerity: That the Prince of 
Orange would infallibly reap Benefit therefrom, 
in find ing in a good Peace, the ſame Advantages 
he enjoys at this Day : If, while Your Majeſty 
is ready to come to an Agreement with the States- 
General, and to leave to Poſterity the Proofs of 


an extraordinary Moderation, 'in reſtoring — 
al 
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all the Places Your Arms have ſeiz d; You 
ſhould not ſee Yourſelf attack d, contrary to all 
Juſtice, and the Faith of Treaties, by the Em- 
— and the King of Spain; and that for Rea - 

ns more agreeable to the Intereft of their 
Houſe, than for the Benefit of all Chriſtendom, 
they did not believe, they ought to ſuffer the 
two States, to be reconcil'd; which the faid 
Houſe of Auſtris always look'd upon as its 

reateſt Enemies, and ever united againft them, 
Fr their own Defence, and for their Common In- 
tereſt; That indeed, the Application of their 
Miniſters and Agents was ſo nice, that they 
prevail'd with the United-Prouinces to prefer the 
Continuation of the War before a juſt Peace, 
which they might obtain of their ancient Allies; 
T hat if, after this Touch of refin'd Politicks, the 
Prince of Orange pretended to perſuade the 
World, that he holds of Spain what he has only 
obtain'd by his good Fortune, and by the Skill 
wherewith he knew how to make uſe of all the 
fair Opportunities which were offer'd 3 he ran a 
Riſque, according to my Senſe of the Matter, of 
Paſſing rather for a Tool of the Spaniards, than for 
a very grateful Prince; That they would never 
forget the Damage done them by his Predeceſ- 
ſors: That notwithſtanding any Obligations they 
were under to him, they would ruin him, when- 
_ eyer they were in a Capacity to do it; and that 
on the contrary, Your Majefty has obſerv'd with 
Pleaſure, though in a War againft You, That 
the States-General have referr'd to the ſaid Prince, 
the Command of the Armies, which the Faction 
of his Enemies would take away from Him 


That You fincerely deſire theſe Advantages : 
may ſtill be continu'd in His Family; and that 


You would yoluntarily contribute to His Promo- 
tion and Eſtabliſhment; but that He would de- 
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ceive Himſelf, if he expected to find better Means 
for that purpoſe; in improving the Condition of 
the Spaniards, by continuing the War: That 
Your Majeſty had always made Your Enemies 
ſenſible of their Misfortunes; and that by the 
Bleſſing of God, and the Strength of Your Arms, 
as well as by Your prudent Conduct, You had 
ever preſerv'd Your Territories, and made conſi - 
derable Conqueſts every Campagne: That Your 


Armies are become every Year more numerous, 


and more inur'd to War: That Your Majefty in- 
ſpires thoſe who ſerve You, with an extraordinary 

alour, and a flaming Zeal for Vour Service; 
That Your Finances are in a Condition to fur- 
niſh the Expences of a War, for a long time: 
That Your Majefty well knows, tis not ſo with. 
Your Enemies; yet, when they would have a 
Peace upon reaſonable Terms, You are ready to 
grant it them; That with regard to the Spaniards, 
every one knows, that the Treaty of Aix-la-Cba- 
pelle, of which moſt of the Princes in Europe 
_ were Guarantees, and in the punctual and ſacred 
Obſervation whereof, Your Majeſty had facrific'd 
an entire Province, would have render'd the 
Peace of a perpetual Duration, if Spain had not 
manifeſtly violated it; That therefore Your Ma- 
jeſty, ſeeing Yourſelf attack'd by His Catholtck 


ajeſty, contrary to all Juſtice; and the Faith of 
that Treaty, You thought You might with reaſon 
inſiſt, that Things ſhould continue in the State, 


in which the Fortune of War had plac'd them: 
That with reſpe& to Germany, as Your Majeſty, 
in like manner, did not oppoſe that Empire, but 


in a juſt Defence of an unjuſt Aggretiion, Lou 
ſaw with Pleafure, that all that Country was a 
ſecond time beholden to the Obſervation of the 
Treaties of Weſtphalia, for the Re-eftabliſhment 


of its Tranquillity. He declar d to me, ay 
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ly wiſh'd, That a Peace could be made, ſo ad- 
vantageous for Your Majeſty, as I propos'd to 
him; but that he ſaw not, that it could be con- 
cluded, but by Means of the Prince of orange; 
and that he would not conſent thereto, if ſome 
Expedient were not found out, for giving France 
that which is neareſt, and yielding to Spain that 


which is moſt remote in Flznders; ſo that the 


Treaty, which is to be eftabliſh'd, makes Pro- 
viſion for the Safety of the Low- Countries, and 
conſequently, ſor that of the Unired-Provinces, I 
reply'd, That the Franche- Comte, the Duchy of 
Limbourg, and Meſſina; were far diftant from Flan- 
ders, and ſtill more from the States-General: That 
Conde and Bouchain were no nearer you, with 
reſpet to them, than the Conqueſts yielded up 
by the Treaty of Aix la Chapelle, of which they 
were Guarantees. ' He acknowledg'd to me, That 
as to the Francbe- Comte, the States-General did not 
matter, whether it were deliver d up to 'Y our 
Najeſty; but that: without an Exchange of 

Places, they could not be ſatisfy'd, and diſpos'd 
to force the Spaniards to a Peate: That the lat- 
ter continually flatter d themſelves, with the ma- 
levolent Hopes of the Continuation of the War: 
That they ſaw Your Majeſty expoſing Vourſelf, 
every Campagne, to all manner of Dangers z and 
that one fingle Moment might involve France in 
the greateſt Calamities, and the moſt dreadful 
Deſolation that it was ever in. I anſwer'd, That 
this Conſideration was of ſufficient Efficacy, to 
make all - Your Subjects paſſionately long for 


Peace; but that it was not of that Force with 


Your Majeſty; ſo. as to oblige You to do it, upon 
Conditions incompatible with Your Glory, and 
the Reputation You have gain'd z as well as the 
good Succeſs, wherewith it has pleas'd God to 
bleſs the Juſtice of Your Arms.

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tion was clos'd with Expreſſions, on his part, of a 
profound Veneration for Your Majefty, and a

jeſty thoroughly perſuaded of the ſincere Amity

Aſter he had riſen from his Seat, he farther 
told me, That the Emperor is willing to continue 
the War, becauſe He never ſaw Himſelf fo power - 
ful; that the Eleftor of Brandenburg did alſo not 
deſire to have an End put to it, before the 
- Swedes were entirely driven out of Pomerania; 
but that all the other Princes of Germany earneſt- 
ly wiſh for Peace; and that conſequentiy, it 
would be eaſy to ſurmount the Obſtacles which 
— he ſtarted on the ſide of the Empire. He 
. added farther, That this could not be done, but 
by Means of the Prince of Orange, and endeavour d 
to convince me of it, by a Recital of the preſent 
State of the United-Provintes, by which he made. it 
appear to me, ( telling me neyertheleſs, that 
twas only for my particular Information) that 
all their Power and Authority is lodg'd, at pre- 
- fent, in the Perſon of the Prince of Orange, and 
that he has Peace and War at his Diſpoſal,” with- 
out any Contradiction. He alſo aſſur d me, That 
that Prince, and the State :- General, are not en - 
gag 'd (as twas thought) to make War in Alli- 
ance with Spain, till all things be re-eftabliſh'd 
upon the Foot of the Pyrenean Treaty, nor upon 
any Condition that will greatly impede the 
Peace; That the Emperor does not pretend to 
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any other Advantage in this War, than to eſta- 
- bliſh His Authority in the Empire, and make a 
\ laſting League between Holland and the Houſe. of 
Auſtria; That it appear'd to him, Your Majeſty's 
main Intereſt was to break thoſe great Leagues 
by a Peace, and re-eftabliſh as firm an Alliance 
between Frauce and that Republick, as there has 
been formerly: That *twas requiſite for that Pur- | 
poſe, to begin to reconcile their Tempers, as far

would pleaſe to inform us of the King's Intentions, 
touching the Conduct we ought to obſerve, upon 
the Arrival of the Sieur de Serinchamps, Ambaſſa- 


dor of Prince Charles, as Duke of Lorrain. You 
know, Sir, that His Majeſty order'd us to ſuſpend 
our Proteſtations, till the Aſſembly be more nu- 


merous, than at preſent it is: However, upon the 


Advice that the ſaid Sieur de Serinchamps. ſhall - 
give us of his Arrival, we ſhall viſit him as an 


Ambaſſador, and afterwards receive him kindly 


at our Houſes. You know, Sir, that thoſe of the 
Dukes of Lorrain were always treated as thoſe of | 
the Dukes of Savoy. It ſeems alſo, that the Loſs _ 
of Territories ſhould not aboliſh the Honours - 
due by Birth; and that if in the King's Paſports, 
of which we have not had the Knowledge, you 
have inſerted the Quality of Ambaſſador, for 


thoſe which that Prince ſhall ſend ; we cannot 
diſpenſe with paying them the Honours due to 


that Character: You may, if you pleaſe, pre- 


ſcribe to us, what we are to do thereupon, and 


we allo deſire the Favour of you, to believe we 
are entirely at your Service.

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Since we ſign'd our Letter, the Ambaſſadors 
of Englend have paid us a Viſit; Sir Willem 
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Temple, beginning the Conference, firſt thank d 
us for the new Paſports we put into the Hands 
of Sir Lionel Fenkins; aſſuring us, That in a ſhort 
time, he would cauſe thoſe which he formerly di- 
ſpatch'd in Quality of an Ambaſſador, and which 
he had left with his Secretary, to return from 
the Hague. In the next place, they intreated us, 
to defire two Paſports more of His Matty for 
the Ambaſſadors of the King of Denmark, aſſur ing 
us, that two ſhould” be'deliver'd to us, from that 
Prince, at the fame time, that we deliver'd him 
thoſe from the King. Therefore, Sir, we hope, 
that you will make no Difficulty, to cauſe them 
to be diſpatch'd and ſent to us. Afterwards, 
Sir Villiam Temple made a Report to us, of all 
the Diligence he us'd, in order to obtain of the 
Allies, the Paſports deſird by the Biſhop of 
Strasburg; and told us, That Spain, and moſt of 
the Allies, only defer them, till ſuch time as the 
Emperor ſends His, and that he hop'd ſpeedily 
to put them into our Hands. He alſo declar'd to 
us, That the States inſiſt no longer upon the

AEſffieurs Colbert and Count A. Auuux, I have 
ſeen the Memorial, Which was deliver'd 
to you hy Sir Lionel Fenkins, touching the Neu- 
trality, for the Country round about Nimtguen, 
and which was join'd to your Diſpatches of the 
14th inſtant. You had reaſon to declare to that 
Ambaſſador, That even tho they ſhould not agree 
about the extent of the Country, which is to re- 
main Neuter round the Place of Aſſembly; yet 
the Ambaſſadors and their Domeſticks, who 


ought to be free by Virtue of their Paſports, 
ſhould find entire Safety there. Tis alſo true, 


that the Neutralities which are agreed upon in 
ſuch Meetings, are leſs for the Miniſters, than for 


the Inhabitants of the Country, and for Fo- 
| 1 reigners, 
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reigners, who come te the Aſſembly; and that it 
-ought — — Hinder the Troops 
of different Parties, when they come within that 
Extent, from committing any Acts of Hoſtility 
againſt them. As to the Difficulty which t 
make, touching the Contributions; tis ſo muc 
the more ill grounded, in regard that Condition 
has often made up à Part of the Suſpenſion of 
Arms. You may ſupport it with all its Reaſons, 
as you have already done tothe Mediators; with- 
out declaring you will-agree with the Party, 'who 
are for confining you within thE Walls of Nimegiieh, 
and without quitting the Reaſon and common 
Privilege of Paſports, which ought to ſecure Am- 
baſſadors and their Domeſticks.

F as we know Vour Maje joſty's Inten- 
tion is, That we ſhould, upon all Occaſions, 


make it appear to the Mediators, that we ſhall al - 
ways apply oufrſelves to find out the eaſieſt Me- 
thods, for forwarding the Peace; we have offer d 
Sir William Temple, and Sir Lionel Fenkins, to put 
our full Powers into their Hands, and they have

I cannot tell you the preciſe time, whey the

than a Lear ago, ſince they were ſent to Monſieur = 
Rwvigny, to be tranſmitted to the King of England. 

The News of the taking of Aire, which could 
not be ſo ſuddenly — Foy came to His Ma- 
jeſty the Day before Yeſterday. It ſeems ſtrange, 
that a Place of fo great Strength beld out but 
five Days after the Trenches were open'd; and 
this muſt needs mightily augment the Reputation 
of His Majeſty's Arms, while we alſo daily ex- 
pect ſome great Succeſs on the fide of Germany. 
As for the Siege of Maeſtrichs, (Gentlemen) you 
are nearer to the Place, and conſequently better 
inform'd thereof. But at preſent, that Siege 
ſeems to go on very ſlowly.

cannot reap the principal Fruit you expected 
from that Treaty, which is the Preſervation or

WW E have put into the Hands of the Media- 
tors, the Paſports you ſent us for the Am» 
baſſadors of Denmark, as alſo for thoſe of the Ele- 
Qors Palatine, of Mem, and Triers, which they have 
promis d not to deliver, till they have receiv'd as 
many from thoſe Princes for our Uſe. n 
Theſe Gentlemen continually return to the 
Charge, about the Affair of the Neutrality, and 
we may affirm they have always acted in this 
Point, and all others of leſs Moment, concerning 
which they have diſcours'd with us, rather as 


Advocates for our Enemies, than Mediators ; 


maintaining with Heat, the ill- grounded Reaſons 
they give them on their Part, and obſtinately 


- .. oppugn ours, altho' ſupported by the Law and 


Cuftom of Nations: Yeſterday they told us, the 
States-General had return'd an Anſwer upon that 
Article, to their Ambaſſadors, that fince His

His Majeſty is 
not willing to prejudice any Privilege he has ac- 
quir d; but at the ſame time, he would not intro- 
duce a new Cuftom. The Buſineſs is, to know 
whether the Dukes of Lorrain ever had Ambaſſa- 
dors at the Courts of our Kings, and no Precedents 
thereof have been found ; If that Prince knows of 
any, he is concern'd-to produce them; and what 
— the Sieur de Serinchamps alledges of Vienna and Co- 
logn, is not concluſive for France. The Matter de- 
pends on the Proof thereof, and tis the Buſineſs of 
the Prince of Lorrain to ſearch it out: Thus much, 
if you pleaſe, you may intimate to Sir William Tem- 
ple, in caſe he ſhould ſpeak to you about that Al 
fair; it will be a hard matter for him to rejz& your 
Reaſons, at leaſt, if that Cuſtom be not eſtabliſh'd, 
you are ſufficiently ſenſible of what Conſequence it 
will be, tu make an Overture af ſuch Propoſals, 
to all the Princes of the Empire.

The Readi- 
neſs with Which Sir William Temple aſſur d us, that 
Don Pedro Ronquillo, Ambaſſador of Spain, was 


coming hither, a Perſon whom we little expected 


to ſee fo ſuddenly ; induces us to believe, That 


the March of the Mareſchal de Schomberg, with a 


Bedy of 4000 Men, and the happy Succeſs, where- 
with be was proſper'd, will in à ſhart time, put 
-Diffculties, and give 


us Employments more ſolid and agreeable, than 


theſe we have had hitherto. * In the mean time, 


the. ſaid Sir William Temple was ſcatce-recover'd 
from the Surprize, which this Piece of News firſt 
ſtruck him with, but he renew'd his Inftances 
upon the Neutrality. he had ſo often demanded 
before, for the Neighbourhood of this Town ; 
firſt with much Gentleneſs and Civility, telling
